(should be handled, stored and market­ 
ed under sanitary conditions, as th»*y 
are very commonly eaten raw, and 
not all persons are careful to wash 
them before serving. 
Fruit which has fallen 
to 
the 
ground may be readily soiled w-ith 
earth, water or other material which 
may contain typhoid or other bacteria. 
Indeed, cases of infection have been 
traced to fruits contaminated in this 
or some similar way, and which were 
eaten raw without being washed. In­ 
vestigations have also 
fruits exposed to street 
other unfavorable conditions become 
covered with bacteria, which are al­ 
w a y s present in such dust-laden air. 
and may be possible sources of con­ 
t a g i o n . Flies and other insects are 
also known Jo be a source of dirt 
and contamination. 
Samples of fruit 
purchased in tin* street and examined 
by a German investigator (Ehrlich) 
showed - tuberculosis 
bacteria 
and 
many other forms of micro organisms, 
the number present varying consider- 
; ably with different sorts of fruit. 
It is often urged that washing fruit 
destroys flavor. On the other hand.
